It may be that the last shot fired in this war will 
be from a machine gun or from an infantrymans rifle;

TO ALL TO WHOM these Presents shall come or whom the same may in 
anywise concern, 


GREETING: 
PROCLAMATION 


E. MIALL, WHEREAS it is provided by The National Re 
Acting Deputy Minister sources Mobilization Act, 1940, that the Gov- 
of Justice, Canada ernor in Council may make from time to time 


such orders and regulations requiring persons to place themselves, their ser- 
vices and their property at the disposal of His Majesty in the right of Canada 
for the use within Canada or the territorial waters thereof, as may be deemed 
necessary or expedient for securing the public safety, the defence ef Canada, 
the majntenance of public order, or the clent prosecution of the war, or for 
maintaining supplies or services essential to the life of the community; 


AND WHEREAS pursuant to the powers therein contained, and the pro- 
visions of The War Measures Act, aur Governor in Counej! did on the 27th day 
of August, 1940, make regulations to provide a system for out men for 
military training within Canada and the territorial waters thereof; such regula- 
tions being known as the National War Services Regulations, 1940; 


AND WHEREAS pursuant to and in accordance with the said Regulations, 
it has been decided to call out for military training, as aforesaid, every male 
British Subject who is or has been at any time subsecuent to the first day of 
September, 1939, ordinarily resident in Canada and who, on the first day of 
July, 1940, had reached the age of twenty-one years but had not yet reached 
the age on that date of twenty-two years or had reached the age of twenty-two 
years but had not yet reached the age on that date of twenty-three years, or 
who had reached the age of twenty-three years but had not yet reached the 
age on that date of twenty-four years, or who had reached the age of twenty- 
four years, but had not yet reached the age on that date of twenty-five years 
and who was on the fifteenth day of July, 1940, unmarried or a widower with- 
out child or children; 


NOW THEREFORE KNOW YE that pursuant to The National Resources 
Mobilization Act, 1940, and the War Measures Act, and pursuant to and in 
accordance with the National War Services Regulations, 1940, promulgated 
under the provisions of the sald Acts, we do hereby call out the aforesaid 
classes of men to submit themselves for medical examinatian and to undergo 
military training for a period of thirty days within Canada or the territorial 
waters thereof, and to report at such places and times and jn such manner 
and to such authorities or persons as may be notified to them respectively by 
@ Divisional Registrar of an Administrative Division appointed by the Gov- 
ernor in Council pursuant to the above mentioned regulations.
